A “ model” brewery, eight autos 
and trucks and a large amount o f , 
expensive equipment and beer were j 
confiscated in a raid late Tuesday | 
in the woods near Fox River Grove. * 
Two men were unloading a truck i 
load of a commercially prepared 
article used in the m aking of beer, 
as Sheriff Sanford 
of 
McHenry 
county and deputies, accompanied 
by two federal officers struck 
a 
trail after being dissatisfied with 
finding only a small 
amount 
ot 
liquor at Ed. Leizau’s place near 
Fox River Grove. 
The complaint 
had specified large operations. 1 hey 
found a trail leading out of the 
lumber yard and into the woods, 
and a mile and a half into them 
they came upon a newly-erected 
building. 
The two men fled, and 
no one else was around. 'J he tanks 
were warm, and evidently the op­ 
erating crew had left for the day. 
The truck found was of a certain 
produce company in a neighboring 
village also the owners of the land 
will be looked up for clews so that 
the illicit m anufacturers may be ar­ 
rested and put over the road. 
The sheriff, deputies and federal 
officers worked for five hours, dis­ 
mantling the 
equipment, 
which 
with the building was estim ated to 
have cost about 
810,000. 
There 
were 10 barrels, 8 one-half barrels, 
and 28 cases of beer, one big tank 
full, and ready to be drawn, six 
500-gallon cases, one* large 
tank, 
one 1,000 gallon cooling tank,

The cars confiscated included a 
Hudson sedan, a Ford sedan, a Ford 
truck, a Chevrolet truck and two 
larger trucks.

Gift of President 


Of the Park Board 


Several beds of crimson Darwin 
tulips, “ Pride of H arlem ” are now 
in their glory in several beds a r­ 
ranged along the parks in the A r­ 
lington H eights loop.

A growing sentiment for the en­ 
actment, in every state, of a law 
requiring an operator’s permit for 
all autoists is shown by the 
re­ 
sults of a nation-wide survey ju st 
completed by the American Moror- 
ists association, in conjunction with 
The Automobile’Club of Illinois. 
In response to a questionnaire, 
sent to all stpte highway commis­ 
sions, embodying the query: “ Do 
jo u favor an 
operator’s 
permit 
law ?” 
The answers were, alm ost 
without exception, in the affirma­ 
tive. 
_ 
Of the 48 states and the District 
of Columbia, twenty-six states re- 
auire no 
operator’s 
permit. 
Of 
these 26 states, the highway com­ 
missioners of motor vehiclea, in all 
but lour, expressed belief that per­ 
m its were essential towards high­ 
way motor vehicle traffic safety. In 
eight states legislation is now pend­ 
ing towards the enactment of motor 
permit laws. 
The only way in which the fit­ 
ness or unfitness of a person to op­ 
erate a motor vehicle can be estab­ 
lished, is by an examination of that 
I>erson. 
This raises the question 
as to what per cent are fit or uniil 
to operate an automobile over 
a 
public highway, it is pointed out by 
Si. Mayer, president of the Auto­ 
mobile club of Illinois. 
“ National figures are not avail­ 
able to answer this question,” Mr. 
Mayer states. 
“ A close approxi­ 
mate, however, may be 
obtained 
from an analysis of the 
applica­ 
tions for automobile 
license 
per­ 
m its in the state of New 
Jersey. 
The figures show that during 19 27 
there were 145,49 4 persons exam in­ 
ed for perm its and of this number 
28,877, or 19 .8 percent, were found 
to be unfit to operate an automobile 
commensurate 
with 
safety 
and 
were therefore rejected. 
Of 
the 
number found unfit, 13,013 
were 
disqualified because of their inabil­ 
ity to drive, while 15,864 failed in 
their written test. 
Hundreds of Thousands Unfit 
“ Accepting the approxim ate fig­ 
ure of 19 .8 percent in New’ Jersey 
as being unfit out of 145,49 4 appli­ 
cants, by the sam e standards, this 
would mean that vnere are hund­ 
reds of thousands of automobile 
operators in the states where per­ 
m its are not required that are an 
actual menace to others 
on 
the 
highways,” Mr. Mayer declares. 
He points out further >*that in 
numerous states the courts have 
accepted the so-called “ Dangerous 
Instrument Act,” holding that an 
automobile is a dangerous instru­ 
ment. 
“ In the light of the courts 
decision, thus defining an automo­ 
bile, it would seem to follow’ that 
the 
operator 
of 
an 
automobile 
should be properly licensed,” Presi­ 
dent Mayer declares. 
Illinois Club For Law 
The national organization, thru 
one of its affiliated clubs, the Auto­ 
mobile club of Illinois, is cooperat­ 
ing with the autoists throughout 
i the United States to curb the grow­ 
ing number of accidents and 
be­ 
lieves that one of the l>est and most 
efficacious methods is through the 
establishm ent in each state of a 
permit law for all autoists.
